A request to hold an ice sculpting 
competition in Simcoe Park in Nia- 
gara-on-the-Lake has received pre¬ 
liminary approval from the town.

St. Catharines 
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Medical marijuana producers looking to future 


Some of Canada's biggest 
producers of medical mari¬ 
juana want Ottawa to imple¬ 
ment advertising regulations 
similar to those that govern 
the sale of alcohol, as they 
await the Liberal govern¬ 
ment's long-promised legal 
recreational market 
A concerted policy push is 
underway from Tweed Inc., 
Mettrum Ltd. and Bedrocan 
Canada Inc. — three licensed 
producers that operate under 


Health Canada's medical 
marijuana program. 

Bedrocan and Tweed 
are subsidiaries of Canopy 
Growth Corp., a combined 
company that was formed in 
a merger, and which owns the 
medical marijuana operation 
on Concession 5 in Niagara- 

The group wants the gov¬ 
ernment to move quickly to 
create and implement legis¬ 
lation for a future recreational 


market in order to avoid a 
“Wild West” scenario. 

step in that process will be 
to establish a provincial, ter¬ 
ritorial and federal task force 
to hear from public health, 
substance abuse and public 
safety experts. 

Advertising regulations 
should be a central part of the 
dialogue once it is underway, 
said Tweed Inc. president 
MarkZekulin. 


Licensed medicinal mari¬ 
juana producers are currently 
allowed to publish only basic 
information about their prod¬ 
ucts, such as name and price, 
according to Health Canada. 
Active promotion of the prod¬ 
uct is prohibited. The regula¬ 
tions pose a legal conundrum 
for companies like Tweed that 
are, not surprisingly, anxious 
to market and promote their 
products, but are hampered 
by the strict marketing rules. 


Zekulin, who has a back¬ 
ground in international law, 
said changing the rules would 
benefit consumer choice 
about the different strains 
available. “There is actually 
a need to give people infor¬ 
mation so they can make 
an informed decision about 
whether the product is the 
one that they want.” 

Mark Haden, an adjunct 
professor at the University 
of British Columbia, said 


changes to marijuana regu¬ 
lation will require a detailed 
analysis rooted in the experi¬ 
ence Canada has already had 
with tobacco and alcohol. 

All branding and promo¬ 
tion of cannabis products 
should be prohibited and 
plain packaging should be 
required, he added, while 
unintended consequences 
and potential harms of a new 
regime should be monitored 
closely.

DWTS pro sued over ‘humiliating’ Facebook photo 


Val Chmerkovskiy is facing a $6-million lawsuit from a 
16-year-old girl who alleges the Dancing With The Stars pro 
caused her severe emotional distress by posting a picture 
on social media mocking her appearance. The girl, who has 
Down syndrome, claims she was at a baseball game in 2008 
and someone took a picture of her drinking a soda. The 
photographer captioned the image, "Everything that’s wrong 
with America", and it soon went viral. 

Chmerkovskiy reposted the image on his Facebook page three 
weeks ago, editors atTMZ.com report, with the caption, "Letting 
your kid become obese should be considered child abuse." The 
girl claims that due to Chmerkovskiy, and later CBS News, posting 
the image on social media, that it subsequently went viral again 
and she was left humiliated. The girl’s mother sent several emails 
to Chmerkovskiy asking him to take down the image, which he 
eventually did. 

However, he responded with a post on Facebook that read in part, 
"I am truly sorry for the lack of sensitivity... You're handicapping 
your kid, and they're defenseless (sic)... They don't know better. 
That's why you're there." 

The lawsuit claims the reason the girl has weight issues is 
because of her condition, and alleges defamation, emotional 
distress, and invasion of privacy. The girl is seeking $6 million 
each from Chmerkovskiy and CBS News, and $600,000 from 
the photographer who originally took the image. During a 
recent interview with Postmedia Network, Chmerkovskiy 
addressed the controversy, saying, "Creating opportunities 
for the next generation to be successful is important to me. 



It doesn't mean that we have to be politically correct about 
everything. We shouldn’t be deprived of the freedom of speech. 
It doesn't mean that we have to be cruel or mindless about what 
we say or who we can offend... I try to walk the talk as much as 
I can. If you just pay attention to the talk then I'm a preaching, 
obnoxious, Russian immigrant from Brooklyn. But if you see 
where I come from and what I do consistently then there's no 
reason for you to get upset. And even if you do get upset, that's 
good. Tell me otherwise and I’ll listen." 

Chmerkovskiy has yet to comment on the lawsuit.

And Regional Chair Alan 
Caslin took his seat on the 
board as Petrowski's replace¬ 
ment. The head of a council 
has an automatic seat on the 
board if he or she wants to 

Gale said he first broached 
the subject of joining the 
board with Caslin a few weeks 
ago. 

"I knew he had the option 
as regional chair to join the 
board — as Gary Burroughs 
and others did before him," 
Gale said. 

Petrowski, who had been 
vice-chair, offered his resig¬ 
nation from the board on Jan. 
21. Caslin was sworn at noon 
the next day. 

There were some questions 
about the rush with which 
Caslin assumed the seat after 
it became open. 

Gale took issue with that 
characterization. 

“This is just me talking, but 
I want to show my dismay at 


the comments made in the 
paper by the mayor of St. 
Catharines saying we moved 
too fast,” Gale said. “For once 
somebody is blaming the 
government for moving too 
fast. I think we did the right 
thing here. Sometimes peo¬ 
ple just shouldn't make com- 

Gale also took issue with 
Pelham Mayor Dave Augustyn 
wondering whether regional 
council needed some clarifi¬ 
cation on the decision. 

“I look at another mayor, 
the one from Pelham, who 
said we need some clarifica¬ 
tion,” Gale said. "The clarifi- 

on this board. 

“We did it the right way... 
That's the only clarification 
he needs.” 

In an interview after the 
meeting, Caslin said ques¬ 
tions about his taking a seat 
on the board have been 
resolved. 

“There is no sense bringing 
it up anymore,” he said. “We 
already have a legal opinion 
... Bringing it up at (regional) 
council again would be a 
waste of taxpayer time and 
money.” 

Caslin told the board he 
isn’t taking his new role 
lightly. 

“I am pleased we could 
get to it so expeditiously so 
I could get the materials 
and start the review proc¬ 
ess,’’ Caslin said. “As you can 
see, the binder is a couple of 
inches thick. I took a signifi¬ 


cant amount of time to read 
through all the information I

Gale thanked Petrowski for 
his service though Petrowski 
wasn't in attendance. 

“Coun. Petrowski advised 
me he wanted to spend more 
time with his family, espe¬ 
cially his elderly father,” Gale 
said. “Knowing Andy’s com¬ 
mitment to public service 
and his commitment to serve 
in various roles on the police 
board, I appreciate it was a 
difficult decision. 

"At this time, I would like to 
express my heartfelt support 
for him as he attends to his 
personal priorities and looks 


after his family.” 

It is a busy time for the 
police board. Members are 
in the midst of preparing for 
contract negotiations with the 
Niagara Region Police Associ¬ 
ation, the union representing 
rank-and-file police officers. 

Salaries make up more 
than 90 per cent of the police 
budget. The police budget 
represents the largest expend¬ 
iture the Region makes. 

NRP's licensing unit, is also 
wrestling with how to deal 
with ridesharing service Uber, 
which recently began operat¬ 
ing in Niagara.
